G ettysburg 
will

prove their worth by action taken 
a t the May meeting of the borough 
council, Friday evening, when H. A. 
Stonesifer, Hanover, inventor o f a 
recently-patented 
signal 
apparatus, 
was given permission to place four of 
his lights on Center Square. 
The 
new 
signal 
devices, 
m anu­ 
factured by the A. D. A. Signal com­ 
pany, Hanover, 
will 
be 
suspended 
over each of the four streets leading 
into the square next 
Friday under 
the supervision of 
Mr. 
Stonesifer, 
who lias given council permission to 
keep them up over May 30, to give 
the lights a thorough try-out over 
two expectedly 
busy 
periods,—the 
Knights of Columbus convention and 
M emorial Day. 
In granting the inventor permis­ 
sion to give his lights a trial, council 
advised 
th a t 
in 
c a s e they did not 
prove satisfactory they were to be 
taken away. 
The signal devices cost 
$200 each with the borough paying 
for their installation. 
Alternating Stops 
The signal lamps, hung about 13 
feet over the street, revolve, showing 
red and green lights at alternating 
periods, regulated according to traffic 
conditions. 
When 
the 
lights 
arc 
about to change color, a white dome 
ight on the 
lf»ttom of 
the 
device 
flashes. 
It is planned in view of the 
rath er heavy automobile traffic 
in 
town to have the lights arranged so 
that vehicle traffic will be held a t the 
crossings 
about 15 
seconds longer 
than pedestrians. 
It is planned to 
have the red and green lights a lte r­ 
nate at intervals of 30 and 45 sec­ 
onds. 
In turning from on~ color to tin 
lither, the entire body of the appara­ 
tus turns, thereby bringing into play 
an entirely new 
system of 
street 
lighting, said Mr. Stonesifer. 
Councilmen 
expressed 
the 
hope 
that resident* of town will cooperate 
in obeying the signals flashed by the 
lights, whether on foot 
or 
in 
m a­ 
chine^ so th a t the traffic devices may 
be given a fair trial. 
Waynesboro has a number of the 
lights in operation and, according to 
the report of 
one 
member 
of 
the 
council, who saw them in action, they 
are giving satisfaction there. 
Mr. 
Stonesifer 
usually 
allows only 15 
days for the trial period of the lights, 
but in view of the advertising value 
of having the lights hung here 
he 
said he would make an exception on 
this case and allow the borough three 
weeks in which to decide 
if 
they 
wanted to purchase the devices.

Oklahoma City, Okla.— Blanketed 
and wearing his ceremonial feathers, 
Oliver Exendine, last hereditary chief 
of the Delawares, rode in the ’89ers 
parade this week 
when 
Oklahoma 
celebrated tile thirty-sixth 
anniver­ 
sary of the territory*;* opening to 
white settlement. 
This last chief of a once powerful 
and warlike nation still dons 
his

hours of every day he spends in an
